Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, neither 
cast ye your pearls before swine, lest they 
trample them under their feet, and turn again 
and rend you.

My new found intolerance for arguing scripture with others is 
as much a surprise to myself as anyone else. I honestly thought 
I was pleasing the Lord by endlessly contending with those 
who refiised to acknowledge even the most basic of scripture 
truths, but God has been speaking to me lately about casting 
His pearls before swine. 

And with all deceivableness of unrighteousness 
in them that perish; because they received not the love of the truth, that they might be 
saved. And for this cause God shall send them strong delusion, that they should believe 
a he: That they all might be damned who believed not the truth, but had pleasure in 
unrighteousness.

Wait, am I reading this right? For me, this scripture begs the question: If God is rewarding those who reject the 
truth by sending them strong delusion, why should I be trying to argue with them? Would I not be 'kicking at the 
goads' to do so, just as surely as Saul did? This strong delusion is from the Lord, it is a curse upon those who 
reject the truth, who am I to interfere?

We will never lead someone to Christ because we have out argued them or employed 
superior logic. Spiritual matters are spiritually discerned, therefore only the Holy Spirit will ultimately reveal the 
truth to them 

Again, When a righteous man doth turn from his righteousness, and commit iniquity, 
and I lay a stumblingblock before him, he shall die: because thou hast not given him 
warning, he shall die in his sin, and his righteousness which he hath done shall not be 
remembered; but his blood will I require at thine hand. Nevertheless if thou warn the 
righteous man, that the righteous sin not, and he doth not sin, he shall surely live, 
because he is warned; also thou hast delivered thy soul.

So what is our part? We are required to warn them We must provide them with the information they need to 




make a proper decision, and if they choose to reject the Word of God that is their prerogative. We are not 
required to convince them, that is the job of the Holy Spirit.

The allegory of the 
pearls and swine is about the person who is unable to appreciate the precious Pearl of great price, the Word of 
God made flesh, Jesus Christ.
